His Anceſtry wete of a very ancienr, and 
as noble extraction, inhahiring for Tome ages paſt, part 
of the Eaſt-Riding of Yorkſhire having there valuable 
Poſſeſſions, and a Mannor place, called Craven, where 
he laſt projeQed his grand Enterprize, ( after the Che- 
ſhire bufineſſe) of raiſing himſelf upon the ruines of 


tht wrerched Commonwealth, Fhicher (as he ſuppo-. 


ſd) he reforted, for the more auſpicious commence- 
ment and laying of his deſign, .out of a ſuperſition to 
. the Genij and Penartes of thar native place of his Fami- 
ly, the becter roſucceed in his new intended greatneſſe, 


and advancernent of his Houſe ; A' Cuſtom obſerved 


very teligiouſty-by the noble Romans, and performed 
by chem with ſacrifices and adoration. 

His immediate Anceſtor ( his Father, ) 'was a Gen=s 
Yeman very well beloved in this Country,much reſpeR-- 
ed by ove of the honourableſt Fimiltes in rhar part of 
Ergl/and; in which noble acquaintance, this Colonel. 
had thz honour ro be concerned, .and 'to ſay the truth, 
did-in the unhappy. cime of our troubles, diſcharge bog 
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(3) 
thefe obligations which had been accumulated on his 
Family , by a powerful timely intervening, and pre- 
yentirg the late, and conſequently the preſent ruine of 
their Eltate. 

He rook Armes art firlt under my Lord Fairfar, ins 
duced by the ſame ſpecious pretences which deluded 
half che Kingdom; Bus che War growing to be a 
Trade , and he preferre1 to ſeveral Commands, thae 
deczic, by the lies long told, was Alchymiſted into a 
perſwaiion of Tiath, which confirmed by Money and 
Advancement, never after would admit any Doubrs or 
Diſpures within him, Nevertheleſſe through all the 
War be behaved: him(elf as a generous Enemy, nor 
-_ there: any Treachery or baſeneſle ever laid to hig 
charge. 

Tn chat monſtrous Conſpiracy againſt the Life of our 
Late Soveraign, he would not be engaged privately, nor 
did he a& anything publickly in that matter, further. 
than as an Officer of the Army , in their Councils of 
War; and that buſinzfle was to bz tranſaQted by ano- 
ther kind of power, which he wiſely and- prudertially- 
avoided, and-perhaps innocently. - 

Hz was never a ſpiteful malicious Foeto the Cavalier 
Party, declining at Employments and Commands 
which required afperity and harſhneſſe rowards them ; 
but doing them (as far as was Convenient ant Congh-- 
ent for an Enemy ) all ch2 Courceſies and Kineneſleg 
that lay in his way. Some afficm that chis was out of a 
fore-caſted Deſign of Cajoling them : -On the contrary) 
oth>rs affirm that he was-more Sincere and Noble, 

This is molt certain , that heing made Governour of 
Oxford, after the Surrender in 1646, where after fix 
Mon: hs, the Parliament were lefr ro their will, in the 
erdering both of Univerfity and City . He p2rſonally 
aRed nothirg.there, as foreknowing what an ungrateful |

- and barvarous work-h=ehould be put upor , but remies 
ced it co his Deputy , not being ſo hardy himſelf as ro 
..yencure upan the ſharp points of the Scholars Pens, and 
beget himſelf a perperval Hatred and Infamy: Though 
Our of all quettion .he was then, and is yet a lover of 
Arcs and Learnirg , and might , and probably did for- 
bear that Province more out of Reyerence to them, than 
through any Policy. ; 
'Tohis Civility adde his Courage, which was Super- 
ately eminent in him. Theſe two Verrues ſeldome 
meet in Conjun&ion , but their Influences are-very be- 
nign, and portend much good , but they were in him 
tr ſeems moved by a Suveriour Orb ; His Ambirion like 
other ſphears a ccntrary way, The Morabs therefore 
ſay, That thar is not properly Courage , by which bold 
men Invade and Uſurp , that being a Vertuez and-Con- 
verſant only either in vindj&ive Armes , when Injuries 
end Hotulictzs are revenged by War: Or in affiſting an 
Auxiltary, to ſuccour and defend the oppreſs'd, Bur 
ſetting alide the Philoſophical niceties » tor Valour and 
preſentnzfle of mind;no man during th2 War out-went 
him, witneſſe Naſeby, Marſton Moor, Preſton, par 
ticuli'ly Dunbar, where the Honour -of thac. Day ( if 
any there were , orcou'd bein ſucha War againſicheir 
P:tnce ) -may- bz equally ſhared berwixt him and the 
Moſt Noble none. For Creawwel was more a SpeRator , 
and DireQor, than ARor in that fatal Field, 
Leave we the Army, and their Elogies, and high 
Commendations for him, for the civile(t braveſt Cap- 
cain that eyer:-Commanded amonglt them ; And view 
him next as a States-nan, callzd and culFd out to affift 
Oliver in thar dangerous Attempt of altering the Ga» 
wernment fron a Common-weialth, to a fingle Ty- 
Janny. | , 
And in this particular he may well'be ſaid to have m- 
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(s5Y 
kd his Cavalier Enemies > for a More gfateful fayour 5 
and better reſented by that Fatty , ever in or afcer the 
War, was not, nor could be done them, *Twas the 
fictt Rep, though unſeen by chemſelves, char kd co thar 
general ruine we ſaw involved them altogether, This 
Cremwel dur(t never-upon his fingle Repuration in ths 
Army have ventured upon , and cherefore this Major 
General became his Adjutanc General by his great In- 
terel{ in the Army. | 

Having done this acceptable ſervice to the Kingdom, 
the necelſicudes which had conciled that Intimacy and 
Friendſhip ber wixt Cromwe! and him” being removed , 
and the Col. growing every day- more popular in the 
Army and Kingdom, it was high time for the aſpiring 
ProreRo?, ro quir all thoſe private Engagements and 
Conditions that had paſt between them ;-: Upon the firſt 
overture th:reot, the Col. ronndly- and freely taxe& 
him with breach of promile, infiſting upon publick good 
chiefly, bur yer infinnating , tur that diſcoverately e- 
novelthe looſeneſle of his Faith cowards himfelf, 

This gave an operr occaſion of difmiſſing him firſt 
from his Company and Cony2r(e , and ſoon after from 
his Couucil 'and Command in the Army, to ciſable 
hin corally from attempting any Conſiderable thing a= 
= him. . This highly incenfed the over-reach'd Col. 

uc hzIp himſelf he could not;; To thwart Cromwe!l in 
his Uſurpation, laythings in his way to his greatneſſ”, 
was the molt he could effe&; and therefore to that he 
applyed himfelf with all earn2fineMft and Induſtry. Thus 
he made apparent to Cromwel in the firſt Parliament he 
callzd ; where he and his Pirty flickfed fo again the 
Inſtrument of Government ( the Finical Model of rhe 
Prote&orſhip ) that Olzver miſt of his aim of ſertling 
hinſelf in his new Uſurpartion by rhe Authority of chat 
Paciiament, And indeed 'no man knows _— rhe 
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Extravagancies of chat wid Tyranny would haye-termi-' 
.nated, had not the fear of 'Lamberts Potency in the 
Army, the ſtrengch an which they both relyed , kept 
him in ſome Decorum,; So that now the Col, 
was cryed vp far a Patriot, and efteemed a very honeſt 
man, and cectainly.ſuch an Enrer..oft ion es this, could 
not metic leſſe than that CharaRet tor him. 

This was a Thorn on one fide to the Proteors En- 
.truſions : Soon afrer he goaded him-on the other, 
Ofjrver would as certainly have been King , had the dan- 
Ser from Lambert not been roo evidently ap, arent, up= 
on his acc :pration of that Tile, as ſure as he is now a 
Priſonzr, And whatan immortal ſhame had ic been 
co this Nation, if the Myeſty Imperial of Englard , 
b:d been reſted in ſuch an Impjous and baſe F-ilow , 
or his picty:ul Race afcer him. Doubclefle it was an' 
Extraordinary.Indulgence of Heaven, to-fave us from 
that ſcandalons Ignominy, And though the Polititt- 
ans of the .Times, Divined and Conſulted, that as the. 
moſt ready and powerful expedient way to his ruine , 
y2twe ſee it was not ſoin Gods Eye, who by keeping 
uP7 this perſons Eſteem , preyented cthur Contumely , 
and choſe a hetter.way to our Reſtiturion and Settle- 
ment, wherein alſo.he madethis manin one ſcnce, the 
p:incipa! and chief Inſtrumenc. | 

For with what a diſmal look did the Face of Things 
appear, when the Hunger-flarved Rumpers, ſeven- 
fold more Devils in ill qualities than before, re-: 
 poſſeſſe themſelves of their Seats in Parliament ? Who 
can withour affrightment . think of that 57 th, Day of 
Aezy, when they reſumed their power ? This black 
form d11l this perſon drive from -us, and diſpended 
thoſe. Clouds which .impended over vs. This is he 
whoſe Intereſt and Fation ſo divided che Army , that 
2ll Endeavpurs | ,uniting them came to nothing.
